"It's a shame," Francona told 
the Globe's Dan Shaughnessy, 
with whom he is writing a book. 
"I'm sure they'll have a great 
event and I was part of a lot of 
that stuff there, but I just can't go 
back there and start hugging peo¬ 
ple and stuff without feeling a little 
bit hypocritical." 

Francona then said on ESPN 
1050 New York's "The Michael 
Kay Show" that he regretted 


some of his comments. 

Francona and the Red Sox 
parted ways after the club col¬ 
lapsed last September and 
missed the playoffs. Shortly after 
that, the Globe published a story 
painting the Red Sox clubhouse 
as dysfunctional and Francona as 
a manager unable to control the 
situation. 

"I think he deserves a standing 
ovation for what he did," Red Sox 
pitcher Daniel Bard said Wednes¬ 
day. "He was such a big part of so 
many good things that happened 
here." 

Injured outfielder Jacoby Ells- 
bury concurred with Bard, saying 
he thinks the Fenway faithful will 


appreciate Francona's years of 
hard work. 

"I think Red Sox fans and play¬ 
ers will give him a good recep¬ 
tion," Ellsbury said. "It will be a 
good day for Boston sports. He 
won two World Series and built 
relationships here through the 
years."

Former Texas Rangers catcher 
Ivan Rodriguez will announce his 
retirement Monday at Rangers 
Ballpark in Arlington, Texas, after 
21 major league seasons. 

Rodriguez and the club con¬ 
firmed plans Thursday. The Rang¬ 
ers plan to honor the All-Star 
catcher with an on-field ceremony 
before facing the New York Yan¬ 
kees. Rodriguez will throw out the 
ceremonial first pitch. 

Rodriguez, who won the 1999 
American League MVP and went 
to 10 straight All-Star Games with 
the Rangers, was not able to find 
a job this spring. The 40-year-old 
affectionately known as "Pudge" 
began his two-decade-plus major 
league career with the Rangers in 
1991. Rodriguez was also a four¬ 
time All-Star with theDetroit Tigers 
and won a World Series as a mem¬ 
ber of the 2003 Florida Marlins. 

Rodriguez signed with the Mar¬ 
lins after spending all or parts of 
12 seasons with the Rangers. He 


returned to Texas in 2009 when 
the Rangers acquired him after 
catcher Jarrod Saltalamacchiawas 
injured late in the season. 

Rodriguez was part of three AL 
West champion teams in Texas in 
1996, 1998 and 1999. He hit .332 
with 35 homers and 113 RBIs and 
stole 25 bases during his MVP 
season. 

Rodriguez becomes the third 
longtime catcher to retire since last 
season ended, joiningJorge Posa¬ 
da and Jason Varitek. 

Rodriguez finishes with a .296 
batting average, 2,884 hits, 311 
home runs and 1,332 RBIs. He 
broke the record of 10 Gold Gloves 
at catcher that had been held by 
Johnny Bench and hit .300 or bet¬ 
ter 10 times. 

Rodriguez spent the past two 
seasons with theWashington Na¬ 
tionals. He decided not to accept a 
contract offer from the Kansas City 
Royals, who were interested after 
Salvador Perez injured a knee and 


needed surgery. Rodriguez hit just 
.218 last year with two homers and 
19 RBIs in 124 at-bats. 

He nearly was forced to retire 
three years ago. He didn't have an 
offer when spring training began, 
but went 10-for-20 with two hom¬ 
ers and six RBIs for Puerto Rico 
and signed in mid-March with the 
Houston Astros. 


In the minds of some, Rodriguez 
was tainted by the cloud of base¬ 
ball's steroids scandal. Former 
Texas teammate Jose Canseco 
alleged he injected steroids into 
Rodriguez. Asked whether he was 
on the list of players who allegedly 
tested positive for steroids during 
baseball's 2003 survey, Rodriguez 
said in 2009: "Only God knows." 
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ANAHEIM, Calif. - It 
wasn't as though Bartolo 
Colon didn't give the Los 
Angeles Angels anything 
good to hit. The Oakland 
Athletics' right-hander 
threw 82 of his 108 pitch¬ 
es for strikes against his 
former team -- including 
38 in a row at one point. 

But the Angels' vaunted 
offense managed only 
four hits over eight in¬ 
nings against the 38-year- 
old Colon, who struck out 
five and walked none in a 
6-0 victory on Wednesday 
night. 

"I felt like I threw a lot of 
strikes, but I never thought 
I threw 38 in a row. I didn't 
know anything about it un¬ 
til I came in here," Colon 
said through a translator. 
"The two-seamer was the 
most consistent pitch that 
I had tonight. I feel good 
because I know that team 
has great players. You 
have to have confidence 
in yourself, because if 
you don't, that's when you 
have trouble." 

Colon's strike streak 
ended on an 0-1 pitch to 
Bobby Abreu with one out 
in the eighth after he gave 
up a pinch-hit ground-rule 
double by Erick Aybar 
-- the only hitter to reach 
second base against him. 

"I can't believe it," A's 
catcher Kurt Suzuki said. 
"I mean, against a team 
like the Angels when you 
look at their lineup, that's 
going after guys and 
not being afraid to throw 
strikes. That's what he 
did tonight -- basically off 
heaters, too. He was just 
dialing. 

"We tried to keep it 
going. And as the game 
goes on, you kind of fig¬ 
ure out what's working for 
him," Suzuki added. "We 


got into a rhythm probably 
after the second inning. 
Bartolo knows where the 
ball's going and he knows 
what he wants to do. 
He's the kind of pitcher 
you need in the rotation 
to kind of stabilize it, and 
the kind that the other 
guys can lean on, with the 
young rotation we have." 

Colon (3-1) helped 
drop his former team six 
games behind two-time 
defending AL champion 
Texas in the AL West -- 
just 12 games into the 
season. 

"Our offense has been 
a little bit spotty, and we 
need to get simple at the 
plate," manager Mike Sci- 
oscia said. "Some guys 
are starting to get into 
their game -- but as a unit, 
we're not finding that of¬ 
fensive chemistry. We just 
need to start to get a bet¬ 
ter direction of our own. 
But we have a good club. 

I really like this club." 

Colon won the 2005 
AL Cy Young Award after 
helping lead the Angels to 
a division title with a 21-8 
record and 3.48 ERA. The 
two-time All-Star is 3-2 
with a 2.05 ERA in five 
starts against them since 
leaving the organization 
and signing with Boston 
as a free agent in Febru¬ 
ary 2008. 

Colon, whose three 
previous starts this sea¬ 
son all were against Se¬ 
attle, has walked only two 
batters in his first 27 1/3 
innings and has made 18 
consecutive starts with 
fewer than three -- one off 
his longest such streak. 
The last time he issued 
more than two walks was 
July 7, 2011, when he had 
four against Tampa Bay. 

"It's a phenomenal feat, 
yet really not surprising 


out of him," A's manager 
Bob Melvin said of the 38 
straight strikes. "I mean, 

I think he could throw a 
strike with his eyes closed 
if he had to. That's the 
way he's been for us. 
Granted they have a great 
lineup and you can never 
take a breather with it. 
But a guy like Bartolo has 
been around long enough 
to know that you're going 
to throw strikes, not walk 
anybody and make them 
earn their way on." 

Yoenis Cespedes hit a 
three-run homer for Oak¬ 
land, giving the Cuban- 
born rookie a team-lead¬ 
ing 12 RBIs in his first 12 
games. 

Jonny Gomes added 
a solo shot for the A's 
against Ervin Santana (0- 
3), who gave up four runs 
and seven hits over seven 
innings with five strike¬ 
outs. The Angels' No. 3 
starter is 5-7 with a 3.90 
ERA in 14 starts since his 
no-hitter at Cleveland on 
July 27, and has a 6.75 
ERA in his three starts 
this season. 

Colon was staked to a 
3-0 lead before he even 
threw a pitch. Cespedes, 
whose two-run double 
capped a four-run eighth 
inning in Tuesday night's 
5-3 win, drove a 1-2 pitch 
into the left field bullpen 
for his fourth home run 
after singles by Cliff Pen¬ 
nington and Josh Red¬ 
dick. 

Gomes, starting in left 
field with Coco Crisp bat¬ 
tling a flu bug and a 2-for- 
24 drought, led off the 
sixth with a drive to left 
field for his third homer of 
the season -- and third hit. 

Albert Pujols' season¬ 
opening home run drought 
reached 12 games and 49 
at-bats. The three-time NL 


MVP was 1 for 4, including 
a sixth-inning drive that 
Cespedes caught at the 
edge of the warning track 
in left-center. The only 
other time in Pujols' 12- 


year career that he went 
more than five games be¬ 
fore hitting his first homer 
was 2008, when it took 
him nine games and 28 
at-bats to do it. 
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SAN FRANCISCO - All-Star 
Giants closer Brian Wilson will 
undergo Tommy John recon¬ 
structive elbow surgery Thursday 
in Pensacola, Fla. 

Renowned orthopedist Dr. 
James Andrews will perform the 
surgery after doing a similar pro¬ 
cedure on Wilson when the right¬ 
hander was in college at LSU in 
2003. San Francisco team ortho¬ 
pedist Dr. Ken Akizuki was set to 
travel to Florida on Wednesday 
night to assist with the operation. 

Andrews examined Wilson on 
Wednesday and confirmed the 
Giants' diagnosis of a torn ulnar 
collateral ligament that will side¬ 
line him all season. While the 
timeframe can be longer than the 
standard 12-18 months following 
Tommy John surgery, the Giants 
hope Wilson is a quick healer and 
will be able to pitch in 2013. 

"We're all set to have the sur¬ 
gery done and get that over 
with," manager Bruce Bochy said 
Wednesday before the series fi¬ 
nale with the Philadelphia Phillies. 
"On the rehab side of it, they're 
doing a better job of getting these 
guys back on the mound, throw¬ 
ing a little bit sooner. From what 
I understand, when you have the 
second one it could take a little 
longer. It's not like there's a large 
sample size to show that. Hope¬ 
fully it all goes well and Brian will 
be pitching next year." 

The 30-year-old bearded clos¬ 
er led the majors with 48 saves in 
2010 and recorded the final out 
in Game 5 of the World Series 
at Texas to clinch the franchise's 
first championship since moving 
West in 1958. 

The three-time All-Star com¬ 


plained of discomfort in the el¬ 
bow last Friday and was sent for 
an MRI exam. Wilson threw 32 
pitches at Colorado last Thursday 
while working on back-to-back 
days, and had to be checked on 
once. Groeschner said Wilson 
felt something in the elbow that 
day, but told the team Friday.

Casilla earned 
his first save in 
Tuesday's 4-2 


win, following up scoreless in¬ 
nings by Romo and Clay Hensley. 

"Our staff is well-armed," Romo 
said. "We can pitch in whatever 
situation. Tonight 
we showed 
how we 


mesh and blend well. We com¬ 
plement each other. We're just 
trying to get outs. There was re¬ 
ally no pressure to get the first 
close game out of the way." 
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NEW YORK - Jason Marquis' 
homecoming meant even more 
thanks to the 7-year-old girl who 
was there to see it. 

Marquis won his Minnesota 
debut with his healthy daughter 
in attendance, and Justin Mor- 
neau hit two mammoth homers, 
sending the Twins to a 6-5 victory 
over the New York Yankees on 
Wednesday night. 

No doubt it was an emotional 
day for Marquis (1-0), who signed 
a one-year, $3 million contract 
with Minnesota in the offseason 
but left spring training after four 
starts when his oldest child, Re¬ 
ese, was seriously hurt in a bicy¬ 
cle accident. 

Her injuries included a lacer¬ 
ated kidney and doctors initially 
were worried about whether she 
would survive. But she was re¬ 
leased from the hospital on Open¬ 
ing Day and she sat in a Yankee 
Stadium suite on Wednesday 
night after bouncing around the 
ballpark with her dad the day be¬ 
fore. 

"To see where she was a month 
ago is nothing short of amazing," 
Marquis said. "Lots of players 
have hardships in their careers. 
The challenge is to step onto the 
field and learn to try to separate 
it -- go out there and play a kid's 
game." 

Marquis (1-0) grew up in New 
York rooting for the Yankees and 
still lives in the city. He said he 
left about 50 tickets for family and 
friends for his first career start at 
Yankee Stadium. 

"It was definitely exciting to play 
in this type of atmosphere," Mar¬ 
quis said. "Family and friends, 
you can't put a dollar amount on 
their support." 

Joe Mauer and Jamey Carroll 
each had an RBI double in a four- 
run first inning against Hiroki Ku- 
roda, helping the Twins improve 
to 9-34 at Yankee Stadium -- in¬

Robinson Cano hit his first

(1-2) was tagged for 10 hits in 4 
1/3 innings after taking a shutout 
into the ninth Friday against the 
Angels. 

"He was up all night," Yan¬ 
kees manager Joe Girardi said. 
"He didn't have his good sinker 
tonight like he had with the An¬ 
gels." 

After the game, Girardi also 
said left fielder Brett Gardner is 
headed to the 15-day disabled 
list with an injured right elbow. 

Morneau's drive deep into the 
raised right-field bleachers in the 
fifth gave the slugger his 15th ca¬ 
reer multihomer game and first 
since May 31,2011, at Detroit. 

No surprise that it came at 
the new Yankee Stadium, where 
he has seven home runs in 12 
games. He has five homers in 80 
games at Target Field in Minne¬ 
sota. 

"I think he and Joe would like to 
move these fences to our ballpark 
back home. This is a good-hitting 
ballpark," Gardenhire said. "To 
see the smile on his face and see 
him rooting for his teammates, 
that's big. That's why you man¬ 
age." Morneau, who sat out Tues¬ 


day night for the first time this 
season, also singled and scored 
in the third on Sean Burroughs' 
first hit and RBI with the Twins. 

Needing to build up arm 
strength and stamina, Marquis 
made two starts at Double-A New 
Britain before he was recalled 
Wednesday. During his time with 
the Rock Cats, the right-hander 
commuted about 130 miles each 
way to and from Connecticut 
so he could spend time with his 
daughter as she healed. 

Marquis threw 87 pitches in five 
innings and left with a 6-4 lead. 
He earned his first major league 


win since July 18 with the Nation¬ 
als at Houston. "He had a lot on 
his table," Gardenhire said. "You 
know that he wanted it, wanted to 
be out there. After five he told us 
he still had more in the tank and I 
had to tell him he gave us enough 
tonight."

WASHINGTON - A man whose 
response to jury duty was "No, no, 
no, no, no" and who said he would 
rather be sleeping was neverthe¬ 
less found qualified to remain a po¬ 
tential juror inRoger Clemens' per¬ 
jury trial, which won't finish seating 
a panel before Monday. 

The court took time out to debate 
whether Clemens' former team¬ 
mate Andy Pettitte could identify 
his source of human growth hor¬ 


mone as the trainer who alleg¬ 
edly supplied Clemens with per¬ 
formance-enhancing drugs. U.S. 
District Judge Reggie Walton said 
he would try to resolve the issue 
Thursday. 

The reluctant potential juror, 
a self-described unemployed 
27-year-old, said he was a fan of 
basketball but not baseball -- "It's 
not my sport" -- and didn't know 
who Clemens was. The prospec- 
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tive juror had plenty of company: 
Lots of Washingtonians questioned 
since jury selection began Monday 
said they had never heard of the 
seven-time winner of the Cy Young 
Award. Several of those who had 
heard of him couldn't name any 
teams he played for (the Red Sox, 
Blue Jays, Yankees and Astros). 

Clemens lawyer Rusty Hardin 
seemed a little concerned when 
the 27-year-old said he'd rather be 
asleep and that he felt "groggy." 
But when Hardin asked the man if 
he could focus on a full day of tes¬ 
timony, the would-be juror replied, 
"Be wide awake." 

Clemens is on trial on charg¬ 
es he lied at a 2008 U.S. House 
hearing and at a deposition that 
preceded it when he denied us¬ 
ing steroids and HGH during his 
24-season major league career. 
The first attempt to bring the case 
before the court ended in a mistrial 
last July, when prosecutors played 
a videotape for the jury that con¬ 
tained a short segment of inadmis¬ 
sible evidence. 

Jury selection dragged on 
Thursday morning like a long rain 
delay in baseball. Four of six jurors 
questioned were excused for one 
reason or another. Two, who were 
government employees, said they 
couldn't be completely impartial 
in the case. Another did research 
on the case and wrongly asserted 
that defense attorneys caused 
last year's mistrial by showing im¬ 
proper evidence. And a fourth was 
excused after she said she didn't 
think it was appropriate for the 
government to prosecute some¬ 
one for lying to Congress. 

The court has been working for 
more than three days to narrow 
the initial jury pool of 90 to 36, from 
which the final 12 jurors and four 
alternates will be selected. The ex¬ 
tra 20 are needed because Clem¬ 
ens' lawyers are allowed to strike 
12 candidates and prosecutors 
eight -- without giving any reason. 

By midmorning Thursday, 30 po¬ 
tential jurors had survived the first 
cut. Judge Walton hoped to pick 
the other six Thursday and have a

jury empaneled Monday. The trial 
is in recess Friday. 

On the trial testimony issue, Pet¬ 
titte is expected to say that Clem¬ 
ens acknowledged using human 
growth hormone in 1999 or 2000. 
Clemens famously told Congress 
in 2008 that Pettitte "misremem- 
bers" their conversation. Pettitte is 
also expected to say he tried HGH 
himself a few years later. 

Prosecutors want Pettitte to be 
allowed to testify that the source 
of his HGH was Clemens' former 
strength trainer, Brian McNamee, 
who says he injected Clemens with 
steroids and HGH. 

Clemens' lawyers claim that 
would be "classic 'guilt by asso¬ 
ciation' evidence." Invoking their 
client's choice of vocabulary, they 
wrote in a court filing, "The govern¬ 
ment apparently misremembers 
what the defense has said repeat¬ 
edly about Mr. Pettitte." 

"We welcome Mr. Pettitte's ap¬ 
pearance, when he will presumably 
testify, as he did in his deposition, 
that he 'must have misunderstood' 
Mr. Clemens," the lawyers wrote. 

Prosecutor Steven Durham said 
in court that the source of Pettitte's 
HGH was crucial to the story. Dur¬ 
ham noted that Pettitte and Clem¬ 
ens frequently worked out together 
with McNamee over several years. 

"You cannot strip out half of the 
narrative and have it make any 
sense whatsoever," he said. 
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OAKLAND, Calif. -- Los Angeles 
guard Kobe Bryant performed well in a series of 
on-court physical tests Wednesday before the 
Lakers' game against the Golden State War- 
riorsbut missed his seventh straight game with 
a left shin injury. 

"He's not completely right," Lakers coach 
Mike Brown said before the game. "Just be¬ 
cause a guy can run and jump a little bit, and 
shoot, that doesn't mean that there's a comfort 
level from everybody to put him out there." 

Bryant told ESPN The Magazine's Ric Bu¬ 
cher during ESPN's Lakers-Warriors telecast 
that he'll "probably be on the floor next game," 
which is Friday against the San Antonio Spurs. 

Bryant confirmed his intention to play on Fri¬ 
day after the Lakers' 99-87 win over the War¬ 
riors. When asked if he would play against San 
Antonio, Bryant said, "Why not? ... I'm good." 

Bryant added that he did not expect to have 
any limitations when he resumes play. Brown 
said he was not worried about integrating Bry¬ 
ant back in the lineup with just more than a 
week remaining in the regular season. 

"I don't think there's anything that's going to 
be difficult about getting him back into the mix 
or in the flow," Brown said. "I think our guys are 
looking forward to it and so is he." 

Lakers co-captain Pau Gasol said that there 
has been plenty of time to talk over strategy with 
Bryant during his nearly two-week-long layoff. 

"He agrees that I have to get to the post a 


little more," Gasol said after registering his fifth 
career triple-double against the Warriors with 
22 points, 11 rebounds and 11 assists."... He's 
seen that and he's emphasized that, and if I 
don't take it, he'll take it. So, it's up to me. 

"I think it gave him a chance to also see how 
the team did without him. Things that worked. 
Things that don't. And how can he take us to 
the next level or a higher level with his play." 

Bryant went through a full pregame workout 
with Lakers player development coach Phil 
Handy more than three hours before tipoff, 
combining shooting drills, one-on-one play 
and wind sprints, all without the aid of a wrap 
or brace on his left shin. Lakers trainers will 
wait 24 hours to see how Bryant's body re¬ 
sponds to the test on Thursday before making 
a determination of whether he'll be cleared to 
return. It is clear, however, that Bryant is con¬ 
tinuing to improve from the tenosynovitis injury 
to his left shin that has sidelined him since April 
7. "It's a day-by-day thing," Brown said. 

"Like I've said before, he's get¬ 
ting better. He's made prog 
ress. We like where he 
is right now." Bryant 
told ESPN/ABC side¬ 
line reporter Heather 
Cox during the Lak¬ 


ers' 112-108 overtime win over the Dallas Mav¬ 
ericks last weekend that he will "definitely be 
back well before the playoffs." 


NEW YORK -- The New York Yankees placed left fielder Brett Gard¬ 
ner on the 15-day disabled list due to a bruised left elbow and a strained 
arm muscle. "We will have to sit him down for a while," Yankees manager 
Joe Girardi said after his team lost to the Minnesota Twins, 6-5, on Wednes¬ 
day night. "We'll try to get him back after 15 days." 

Gardner hurt the elbow while making a sliding catch in the third in¬ 
ning Tuesday night. After the game, he said he slightly injured his 
wrist, but did not mention the elbow. 

Prior to Wednesday's game, he took batting practice and said 
he felt fine, but after taking more swings in the batting cage 
about a half-hour before first pitch, the issues returned. "It 
wasn't fine," Girardi said. "At some point, in between [batting 
practice and the cage,] it must have really flared up so we 
sent him to get an MRI and that is what the diagnosis was." 

Girardi didn't know which muscle in the arm was injured, 
but said it was above the elbow. 

With Gardner out, the Yanks will play Andruw Jones and 
possibly Eduardo Nunez in left. Designated hitter Raul Ibanez 
can also play the outfield. 

Instead of recalling an outfielder to replace Gardner on the roster, the Yan¬ 
kees called up a right-handed reliever, Cody Eppley. 

The Yankees' ineffective starting rotation has taxed their bullpen. On Wednesday, 
Hiroki Kuroda couldn't make it through the fifth inning, causing Girardi to use three 
relievers. 
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Dwight Howard down on coach? 


Magic center Dwight Howard 
has called team owner Rich De- 
Vos to tell him that he won't play for 
coach Stan Van Gundy anymore, 
WKMG in Orlando reported. 

But multiple league sources di¬ 
rectly affiliated with the Magic and 
Howard disputed the Orlando tele¬ 
vision report to ESPN.corn's Mi¬ 
chael Wallace. 

"It's a completely made up, BS 
story," one of Howard's represen¬ 
tatives told ESPN.com. 

Howard missed his sixth straight 
game with a back injury Wednes¬ 


day against the Celtics, and Van 
Gundy already has said that he is 
preparing for his big man to miss 
the rest of the season and the play¬ 
offs. 

Howard is still upset that Van 
Gundy publicly said this month 
that Howard asked management 
to have him fired, sources told 
WKMG. 

According to the report, the 
86-year-old DeVos took Howard's 
call in his suite at Amway Center 
sometime during the Magic's 109- 
81 loss April 13 against the Atlanta 



Hawks. 

Two sources told ESPN.com, 
though, that Howard did not reach 
out to DeVos in such a fashion. 

Howard's relationship with 
Van Gundy has been strained for 
months, but sources indicate that 
Howard will be re-evaluated next 
week by team doctors to determine 
his playoff availability. Howard's 
recovery from the injury, more so 
than any difficulty with Van Gundy, 


will factor into whether Howard is 
able to return to the court this sea¬ 
son, sources told ESPN. 

Uncertainty has dogged the 
Magic for quite some time. Howard 
asked management for a trade in 
the preseason, but after months of 
speculation, he signed a waiver of 
the opt-out clause in his contract, 
meaning that he would remain un¬ 
der contract to Orlando at least 
through next season. 
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
